The Beast Castle in Beauty and the Beast is 
an image for all to remember. It must look far 
away, appear to be on a hill top or mountain 
side. A concept difficult to capture on one 
stage. It must also be easily removable to not 
be present in other scenes. 

In our production, I wanted the castle to 
appear 3 dimensional. I did not want to just 
paint a flat or screen. So, I painted a series of 
foam core panels. Three in all. A rear back 
panel which was the largest and widest, a 
center section, middle size, and a front panel 
which was still narrower. 

I connected them together with large 
styrofoam spacers to make each stand apart 
about 3 inches. Some wooden handles on the 
back made it easy to pick up and carry away 
when it was out of the scene.

Mulan required a temple for the 
Ancestors to reside. A pagoda was 
envisioned but it had to be kept 
simple and flyable. So I started with 
the sketch above with the Ancestors 
standing behind their monuments. 

To make the design easier to 
fabricate, I developed the 




a lattice of 1x2 strips 
joined at all intersection 
with 3/16 plywood panel 
pieces for safety. The 
painting is on cardboard 
which is finally cut and 
stapled on the 
framework. 

The horizontal beam 
and posts are also 
cardboard stapled to a 
1x2 wood frame and 
connected with "C" 
couplings and threaded 
"eye" screws. 
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
